In an ultimate settlement the al- 


ternatives are Cancellation, Re- 
pudiation, and Revision.

The policy of Cancellation can be 


dismissed, quickly. The American 
nation will not offer it and none_ 
of-the important debtors will ask' 
for it. The fundamental objection 
to cancellation, now that the debt 
contracts exist, is that it would im- 
pair treaty obligations in a world 
which depends for its security and 
its prosperity upon treaties. A the- 
oretical argument can be made that 
iha money advanced snould origin- 
ally have been treated as contribu- 
aons to a common caase. But the 
Allies themselves asked that it be 
treated as a debt, the debt has been 
embodied in solemn covenants, and 
only mischief and confusion would 
now result from a declaration that 
this debt .never, really existed. 


The policy of Repudiation, or the 


•near-equivalent which would be in- 
definite default, is one which some 
persons profess to desire. It would 
3e even more disastrous than Can- 
cellation. For the repudiation of a 
great debt, or even default of it, by 
ihe oldest and most respected finan- 
cial power in the world would im- 
pair public and private obligations 
everywhere. Great Biitam is the 
exemplar of financial integrity to 
most of the peoples of the earth, 
and a policy which drove her to re- 
pudiation or default would shake 
the world. It would sfct a precedent 
for unwilling debtors to follow. It 
would set in motion a new wave of 
deflation as men everywhere has- 
tened to get rid of bonds and to call 
loans before they were repudiated. 
A policy which forces Great Britain 
to repudiation or default would be 
suicidal, and once the consequences 
are realized, frivolous talk like that 
of Representative Collier, 
of the 


Ways and Means Committee, will 
be universally condemned. 


* » * 


There remains Revision, the well 


established policy of the wise credi- 
tor who finds that circumstances 
have changed radically for his 
debtor. This is" the only sane policy.. 
When the debtor is also a customer 
and a neighbor with whom the 
creditor must work and live, a re- 
vision profitable to both is the hu- 
man, the decent, and the intelligent 
course. 


It is to revision of the debts tbst 


we shall come as Europe came to it 
at last in the reparation agreements 
at Lausanne. We shall come to it 
because all the alternatives to re- 
vision are .impossible or disastrous, 
whereas revision, 
if done wisely 


and conclusively, will promote the 
vital interests of the American na- 
tion.

"Counties, or local governmental 


units located in counties not under 
the county system of poor relief 
may make'application for an allot- 
ment, but this should be done only 
after every reasonable 
effort has 


been made to raise the necessary 
funds by the 
counties and local 


governmental units. The Industrial 
Commission feels its responsibility 
to see that the allotment 
of the 


money is made in such a manner 
that it will be approved by the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation. 
Some of the provisions laid down 
for the allotment of 
these funds 


are: 


"1. Counties, and local units are 


not entitled to an allotment until 
it is shown that financial 
need 


exists and that the method of relief 
administration conforms to certain 
standards. Furthermore, the relief 
program must be supervised by a 
qualified person who 
plans fre- 


quent home investigations of per- 
sons receiving relief." 


"2. As it is necessary to cen-

This does not mean that a city 


having a population 
of 10,000 or

"The question may be asked as to 


how such units may be organized 
in counties not operating under the 
county system of outdoor poor re- 
lief. It is usual for the officials of 
the various towns, villages and 
cities interested in forming a unit 
to first call a'meeting of their^su- 
pervisors. A representative is then 
appointed from 
each district 
to 


meet 'with the representatives" of 
the other districts which are inter- 
ested in the formation of a unit At 
this meeting an executive commit- 
tee of 3-or 5 members is chosen.

partment, and suggested changes in 
the department -which will bring 
the approval o£ the Wisconsin in- 
dustrial commission and thus give 
Appleton a claim to a part of the 
money given to the state by the 
Reconstruction Finance corporation 
for public relief purposes.

The contract for the widening of 


Appleton-st from Midway to the 
Chicago and Northwestern tracks 
was awarded to Fred Holtz, whose 
bid was $1,718. The contract for 
widening the remainder of the east 
side of Superior-st, from College- 
ave north to the alley, went to 
Robert Schultz on a $297.50 bid. As- 
sessments of benefits and damages 
on both streets were confirmed. 


The request of the Christmas dec- 


oration committee of the chamber 
of commerce for city assistance in 
the Christmas lighting of College- 
ave was turned down. The commit- 
tee asked the city to put up the 
lights and help pay for the cur- 
rent, but the council felt that with 
conditions as they are it had no 
right to spend the taxpayers' money 
on a project of this type.

The answer is that all these as- 


sumptions are as dead as last sum- 
mer's flower-garden.

The election returns are much 


more decisive on that point when 
they are compared, detail for de- 
tail, with the figures for 1928.

The various professional dry organi-

THE PUERTO RICO HURRICANE 


The storm to be known hereafter in this is- 


land as the hurricane of San Euseblo from the 
fact that it spread its devastation upon the day 
appointed for that saint in the calendar, is cer- 
tainly the worst recorded in our history since 
the early Spanish occupation. 


The velocity of the tornado reached an index 


of nearly 200 kilometers an hour (125 miles) be- 
fore the recording apparatus on the building of 
the meteorological department was wrecked, 
making it impossible to determine definitely 
with just how much more violence the cyclone 
may have raged. After the anemometer was 
npped from the roof, just after the final read- 
ing reported above, the storm seemed to in- 
crease, rather than diminish in violence. 


The lamentable statistics, so far as is known 
up to this, the third day after the disaster, indi- 
cate that 225 lives have been lost, and 10 times 
that number more or less seriously injured. 
Approximately 250,000 people, though escaping 
physical injury in the holocaust, have lost their 
homes. Property damage, including these dwell- 
ings, but mostly computed on the basis of dam- 
age to business property, stocks of merchandise 
and crops, will reach the stupendous sum of 
fifty millions of pesos (i. e., dollars). Every day, 
however, the results of the disaster seem to dis- 
play themselves either in an increased severity

If our friends the den- 
tists were not tarred by the "same 
stick, so to srjeak, we could-soon 
teach the gullible public to beware 
of the chap who ptu"ports to be 
"Dr. John Doe" but neglects to 
make known to his prospective 
suckers what authority he has for 
the use of the title. For example, 
the egregious "Dr." Betts who pro- 
pagates the kitchen and cooking 
ware phobia and the fear of certain 
excellent brands of baking powder.

Fossil Formation 


Gives Records of 
Past Animal Life 


Cycle, However, Cannot be 


Accurately Determined, 


Says F. S. Bradford 


The cycle of evolution in'animal 


life, although vividly recorded in 
fossil "formation, cannot be deter- 
mined,'nor can the element of time 
be fathomed as changes in plant 
and animal-life continue, Alfred S. 
Bradford told the Rotary club in an 
address on "Extinct Animals" at 
Hotel Northern Tuesday afternoon. 


Records of past animal life, in the 


prehistoric ages and in more recent 
years, come from the rocks, but 
only a few have left traces for mod- 
em men to find, Mr. Bradford said. 
He illustrated his talk by exhibit- 
ing fossil formations of an Elks ant- 
lers, the tooth of a mammoth, and 
other -traces of animal life which 
once roamed Outtagamie-co and 
Wisconsin. 


What factors have been- directly 


conducive to extinction of certain 
species of animals, especially among 
the reptiles and amphibians, can- 
not be determined, although many 
are of the belief that changes in 
climatic conditions are responsible, 
he said. 


Killed By Climate 


He discussed the body structure 


of certain types of animals, pointing 
out. that some were able to. with- 
stand the ravishes of time, and cli- 
mate, while others were unable to 
survive the'battle for existence.

ihe ice fields advanced and retreat- 
ed, volcanoes belched forth their 
lava, and mountains fell. 


Mind Saxed Man 


"Man 
apparently 
rose to 
the 


heights through the cunning of 
mind, and today he is aiding in the 
destruction and extinction of many 
other forms of animal and plant 
life," he said. 


"The white pine tree has dis- 


appeared from Wisconsin, the ar- 
butus has gone, the panther, lynx 
and passenger pigeon, cannot be 
found, and other forms of plant 
and animal life are fast going into 
oblivion." 


Discussing the existence of tho 


carrier pigeon in Outagamie-co and 
most parts of Wisconsin years ago, 
the speaker said records show that 
at certain periods of the year the 
sun -was blotted from the horizons 
for hours while huge flocks of 
these pigeons soared through the 
skies. 


Pointing out the characteristics 


of these birds as found in records, 
the speaker said the birds nested in 
flocks in the forests. 
They laid 


only one egg, and owls, hawks 
and other birds of prey played an 
important part*in the destruction 
of them. 


Pigeons Slaughtered 


"Then came man, and the carrier 


pigeons were hauled to the eastern 
markets by the carload. Perhaps 
no other bird or animal was slaugh- 
tered in such large numbers or be- 
came extinct so quickly as the car- 
rier pigeon. Lawrence college mu- 
seum has a pair of specimens which 
bear witness to the beauty of these 
birds."

There is, however, a type of play 


er who; in attacking the problem 
of solving possibilities of a hand 
creates a new situation. _This typi 
of player is merely making a f oraj 
into the realms of_higher strategy 
His unusual 
bidding technique 


quite frequently* will either pro 
duce a large plus ""score for''him 
and his -partner or minimize, an 
impending minus •score by a serie 
of bids which are. made- with the 
deliberate purpose! of dimming th< 
picture of honor strength and dis 
tribution in the interchange of in 
formation be'tween one oppbnen 
and the other. 
Successful • coups 


of this type quite often will" be 
enough to make, the side with the 
weaker holdings plus on the eve- 
ning's play. 
What this strategist 


is trying to do is to give an im- 
pression of something that does not 
exist. 


In other words, his bidding pro- 


cedure is based upon one' of two 
p T i n ciples; 
either 
concealing 


strength or concealing weakness 
With a weak hand, he attempts to 
simulate strength by one or more 
daring bids. Generally, the mark 
of an esrpert is that he is able to 
escape unscathed with bids that 
in the hands of a less expert player 
will result in heavy penalties. On 
he other hand, when he has the 
salance of the honor strength, he 
does not wish to make his holding 
an open book'for his opponents to 
read, and thus much of his bid- 
ding strategy will be an attempt to 
conceal where he knows his forces 
are so strong that any attack means 
instant disaster for the attacking 
ide. 
The bluff bids, popularly known 


as "psychics," are one type—al- 
hough only one—of this strategy, 
[lie thought behind them is to 
convey an entirely erroneous im- 
pression of the cards held by the 
maker. Bluff or psychic bids are 
not an invention of Contract or of 


Contract bidding. As a matter of 
act the same type of bid was 
used in the days of Auction. How- 
ver, they have become much more 
>opular in Contract because play- 
ers as a whole have found that it 
s sometimes unwise to picture too 
clearly their weakness or their 
strength, and that if they are weak, 
an appearance of strength may 
mislead even strong opponents. 


The player who habitually bids 
n bust holdings is an open book 
o his opponents. The expert play- 
r mixes them up. He may bid on 
worthless holdings, although or-

REWARD ALLOWANCES 


My dear Mrs. Post: I have just 


taken a thirteen-year-old girl to 
give her schooling and a home. The 
child has had absolutely no irain- 
ing in table manners. I dislike very 
much to keep nagging at her con- 
stantly through every meal, because 
it spoils my me'al as weH as the 
child's. But it is worse to let hejr go

it each week. (I emphasize this last

rious items.) In my plan each point 
counted a penny, but two perfect 
meals in one day doubled the points 
of the second meal, and such a mir- 
acle as a third perfect meal earned 
three times the price of one. That 
is, the maximum sum of five cents 
was possible for one faultless meal, 
ten cents for the second triumph on 
the same day, and fifteen cents for 
the third,, making a grand total pos- 
sibility of thirty cents in one day. 
But since less that the full total of 
five points, did not qualify for dou- 
bling, winning doubles seemed as 
unachievable at the outset as the 
winning of an Olympic event In 
fact, even a single five-point meal 
did not seem likely to be achieved ] 
in less than years at best—since the

Scoring changes made in the new International Contract Bridge Code 


which went into effect November I may cause average players more 
trouble than other alterations of the laws. 


In my first two articles I explained the new penalties for infringements 


of the rules. Following is an analysis of the new scoring system: 


SCORING CHANGES 


No Tramp Tricks—Instead of count- 


ing each no trump as 35 points

tricks. The score for two, four, or 
six no trump is the same as the 
old score (70, 140, 210), while the 
values of one, three, five and sev-

are automatically eliminated from 
. the last digit of a score. The mis- 
takes in addition thus will be 
materially decreased. A three no 
trump contract is valued at IOC 
points, the same as a .game con- 
tract in diamonds or clubs. Here- 
tofore the five "point advantage 
in favor of the -three no trump 
contract stimulated much 'un- 
natural bidding in duplicate in 
the endeavor to play a hand at 
contract of three no trump. 


Omission of Premiums for Making 
"Doubled Contracts^—The old laws 
gave the bidding side too much 
of an advantage, since the De- 
clarer's side had so much more 
to gain, if a doubled contract was 
made, than the adversaries if the 
contract was defeated. Thus un- 
der the old laws, if a contract o: 
four hearts, doubled not vulner- 
able was made the Declarer gain- 
ed L70 points extra while the ad- 
versaries could gain but 50 points 
extra if the contract was defeated 
one trick. Under the new rule the 
Declarer's gain-is only 120 points 


Reduced JPremium for Undoubted 


Overtricks—The premium for un- 
doubled overtricks has been re- 
duced from. 50 points per trick 
to the corresponding odd trick 
value. Thus, if a player bids two 


* hearts and makes three hearts, 


he will score 60 points below the 
line and 30 points above the line. 
The premium for overtricks in a 
doubled contract remains un- 
changed, i. &., 100 points for each 
doubled overtricfc when not vul- 
nerable and 200 points for each 
doubled overtrick when vulner- 
able. 


This change has been in effect 


in all duplicate bridge contests 
four years and has proved very 
popular. 


Changes in Undertriek Penalties—
